1 . Claims 49, 51, 55 and 57 - 59 are presented for examination. The applicants have 
canceled claims 46 - 48, 50, 52 - 54 and 56. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 1 - 45 and 60 - 84 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1. 142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 5. However, a complete reply to the 
final rejection must include cancelation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 
CFR 1.144) SeeMPEP § 821.01. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/3/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive for the reasons set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 49, 51, 55 and 57 - 59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention.

Claim 49 recites the limitation "said multithreaded", "the programs" and "said 
notations", in lines 7 and 9, page 12. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. 

Claim 51 recite the limitation "the programs" and "said notations", on lines 8-9, page 
13. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 55 recites the limitation "the programming", "said notations" and "the programs", 
in lines 3-7 and 9, page 13. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 

Claim 57 recites the limitation "the programming" and "the programs", in lines 3 and 9, 
page 14. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 58 recites the limitation "the statements", "the programming language", "said 
statement" and "the programs", in lines 4-9, page 15. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 58 also recites the limitation " said [[s]] ]] synchronization counter", in line 14, 
page 15. The examiner does not understand the applicants' intention for that limitation. 

Furthermore, claims 49, 51, 55, and 57 recites the limitation "defining equivalence 
annotations ... the statements are multithreadable", lines 3-8, page 12, lines 3-8, page 13, 
lines 3-8, page 14. The examiner believes this is a run-on statement. 

Appropriate correction is required.
